In 
Szechuen, General Liu Hsiang has 
impressed his personality on the 
Generalissimo and is,apparently well 
In accord with further changes‘ 
that province. Genaral Chiang Kal- 
shek is endeavouring to-inculeate the 
old venerated principles af public 
service and the people welcome his 
personal attention to their needs.

Heartfelt satisfaction and loyal 
affection hail to-day's celebration 
of the Silver Jubilee of King 
George V. A family reunion 
dignifies the oceasion—the King, 
with his gracious consort, Queen 
Mary, receives the glowing’ homage 
of his own people throughout the 
British Empire. To this festival 
of rejoicing British subjects in 
foreigh lands, as in this China, sre 
proud to contribute. They do so 
with all the greater joy and 
humility, because, on all sides, they | 
perceive a generous desire to mark 
the event with tokens of admir 
tion and esteem from sister nations| 
and the people of other countries; 
great and small. Here in Shanghai| 
‘there is practical evidence of this| 
goodwill. In indulging their feel- 
ings of loyalty to-day British 
Shanghailanders cannot fail to be 
greatly touched by the sympathetic 
and unforced spirit of comradeship | 
evinced by their fellow citizens of 
all nationalities. ‘They do right to| 
realize that this, in itself, is a 
‘tribute to the ‘fine qualities of 





character, judgment and service 
whien distinguish their beloved 
Sovereign. Hereditarily endowed 


with gifts of tradition and experi- 
ence, King George V has applied 
to the conduct of his kingship the 
single-minded test of devotion to 
the public service. He has not 
talked of duty: he has clearly ex- 
pressed his fidelity to his calling by| 
quietly doing his duty, His ex- 
ample has been supremely elo~ 
‘quent. 

This is then a day of no mere 
chronological import. The accident, 
‘which, by God's Providence, en~ 
ables the British Empire to ‘greet. 
‘a recognized tale of roys 
has been taken by thi 
subjects to. return thanks for 
tervice rendered. No more critical 
episodes in their history have been 
sd than during the quarter 
century of King George’s reign.

ly developed a perfect part= 
‘Somehow the nation ac- 
customed itself to look upon the| 
King as the stable bulwark against| 
such dangers as might emerge from 
the bewildering rapidity and vicis= 
situdes of world events. Six years 
‘ago, when it seemed that his time 
had come, a sudden realization of 
what he had meant to England 
found tense and almost alarmed 
expression. In a sense to-day's 
cerenionies set the seal on that 
national bond betwixt him and his 
Empire.

Asquith, the fearless, “honourable 
and sage English gentleman, Lloyd 
George, the dynamic exponent of, 
an epi¢ national will, Bonar Law, 
elfless, patriotic and broad-vision= 
ed, Baldwin, chivalrous, forbearing 
end vigilant, MacDonald, high-mind- 
ed, enduring and cautious—they all, 
have found in His Majesty an in- 
spiration which has enabled them, 
as the opportunity came, to fulfil 
the nation’s trust. From’ him they 
have received the interpretation of, 
historical forces for the better per- 
ception of political problems pre- 
sented to them for solution. He, 
has claimed no over-riding 
authority, but has been content, 
simply tf embody the national tredi- 
tions inherent in his high office.

A JUBILEE THOUGHT 
May 7. 

‘The memorable celebrations of| 
His Majesty's Jubilee, at the heart| 
Jof the Empire and throughout its 
}wide domain, have done splendid 
justice to a splendid occasion. The 
‘vivid messages which have still 
‘compietely to unfold the panorama 
‘of rejoicing, require no embellish- 
ment. Moreover it is fitting that. 
the British community in China 
should use the occasion to express| 
its profound gratitude for  the| 
remarkable demonstration of in- 
ternational sympathy which it hi 
been privileged to observe at closer| 
quarters perhaps than most other| 
British subjects of His Majesty 
elsewhere. With due diffidence the| 
organizers of Shanghai's celebra- 
tions laid the burden on their own 
people. 
so it was originally conceived. It! 
was hoped that other Shanghai- 
‘anders, accustomed to their own 
Jestive ‘days, would not feel irked 
while their British friends gave 
fervent expression to a special feel~ 
ing of loyalty on a special occasion. 
In accordance with diplomatic usage, 
invitations were issued to the re- 
resentatives of other countries for 
participation in the  preseribed 
service at the Holy Trinity Cathe- 
dra). Those invitations were ac- 
‘cepted and due honour was done 
to the occasion by all, including the 
great Republic on whose soil 
Shanghai rests, although the Soviet| 
Government, bound by certain ree~ 
ognized restrictions, had to “ake 
the will speak for the deed. 

But this did not comprise the| 
full extent of the co-operation which | 
the British community was able to| 
command. Spontaneously the other: 
nations seemed to have decided to. 
take a more definite part in the 
occasion than the British organizers. 
ventured to expect. This was} 
strikingly shown in the prepara~ 
tions made and faithfully car 
ried out to illuminate Shanghai in 
honour of the King’s Jubilee. He| 
who sets out, in this city of spread- 
ful light, to achieve novelty and. 
distinction by nocturnal decoration 
is imposing on his ingenuity and| 
resources a difficult task. But that! 
did not deter Shanghailanders of 
other nationalities from joining in 
the demonstration. The result was} 
seen last evening and will be; 
visible for this and to-morrow eve- 
hing, in conformity with general 
desire. Shanghai is aflame. This! 
festure of friendliness found so| 
varied an expression that it may’ 
seem invidious to single out any 
particular manifestation for men- 
tion. Yet British residents cannot: 
but Rave been specially impressed. 
by the spontaneous comradeship of 
the American community, adorned 
by the journalistic bouquet from. 
the “Shanghai Evening, Post,” the 
glowing “Banzai” which set the 
‘keynote to several beautiful Japa~ 
nese illuminations, the  whole- 
hearted brilliance’ with which 
certain Chinese firms drove away 
whatever was left of darkness on 
Nanking Road, the graceful tributes 
of the French Concession in the 
public streets and in its own organ, 
“Le Journal de Shanghai", the 
rejoicing of the Russian emigrés, 
the unaffected sympathy of German 
Shanghailanders, whose Consul 
General, a veteran of the Great 
‘War, gave an appropriate salute to 
his ‘British hosts. And so it is| 
possible to proceed through the| 
whole list of international. society | 
here. 

In no spirit of vainglory is it 
possible, therefore, for the intelligent 
Englishman to look on this moving| 
display of friendship. Rather, 
should proud humility and a sense 
of heavy obligation inform  the| 
memory of this King’s Silver} 
Jubilee. At a time when British 
minds are apt to be perturbed lest| 
the changing conditions should 
diminish their opportunities for; 
‘co-operation in the International 
problems out here, the testimony| 
Riven to their Sovereign by those| 
who owe him no allegiance, but| 
voluntarily tenderhim their esteem, 
should be truly heartening. Tt 
‘should encourage perseverance in| 
‘the cultivation of that international 
‘amity on which, fundamentally, 
‘Shanghai's prosperity and reputa-

spirit of the Jubilee, thanks to the,

by any fault of theirs. On the day| 
of His Majesty's accession to throne 
this journal wrot.

A VITAL PROBLEM 
May 1. 

‘The training of the Shanghai- 
born foreigner for a commercial 
career in the city of his birth and 
1p-bringing can no longer be safely | 
jallowed to proceed on the 
haphazard, free-and-easy principles 
of the past. Changed conditions| 
‘have produced serious problems of 
which the parent and schoolmaster 
have been taking anxious note. 
While it is reasonable to suggest 
that firms may reduce _ their 
‘overseas recruitment in favour of 
locally-engaged staff, it has to be 
Tecognized that the great advance 
‘n Chinese education makes for ex- 
ceedingly keen competition in 
nearly every grade of commercial 
activity. ‘There are and presumably 
must be posts for which nationality 
whether foreign or Chinese—is 
‘a specific qualification. Reliance 
fon that limited scope for foreign 
talent must be diffidently recom- 
mended. The general problem, as 
it’ presents itself to competent, 
observers, is that of providing the 
Shanghai-born foreigner with a 
‘higher standard of educational 
‘qualification than has hitherto been 
wailable. This has been recognized 
jin the foreign schools which of late 
years have admittedly strength- 
ened their teaching staffs and 
overhauled their curricula. But 
the need goes beyond the walls of 
the school and beyond the school- 
leaving age. Many educationalists 
would deprecate attempts to divert 
the energies of the schools from the 
important task of imparting educa 
tion on broad lines. ‘The introduc- 
tion of what are popularly known 
45 commercial subjects into school 
curricula must be recommended 
with caution, lest it weaken the 
basis of sound education during 
the impressionable years. The 
foreign schools should be en- 
couraged to persevere in their 
general effort to raise their stan- 
dards. Otherwise the solution of 
the problem must be sought 
elsewhere. 

Foreign Shanghai has a great 
need of educational institutions 
which provide “after-school” train 
ing. Nor is it feasible to expect 
the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
in the peculiar political circum- 
stances in which it is placed, to 
give adequate attention to ‘this 
matter, although in other large 
cities it would be normally a 
municipal function. It devolves 
upon the foreign community, there- 
fore, to consider its own respon- 
‘sibilities for the children who, for 
‘economic reasons, are not likely to 
look beyond Shanghai for a liveli- 
hood. In Great Britain or America 
/~-to take the countries of the two 
numerically strongest Western 
nations here—the organization of 
the “after-school” course, apart 
|from university education, has been 
(brought to a high state of efficiency. 
‘The young Londoner, winning his 
spurs in some City or West End 
office, can in a few hours of his 
[spare time obtain, from a network 
}of Commercial Evening Centres or 
Schools, readily accessible and 
first-class instruction in a wide 
range of subjects which rapidly 
Jenhance his earning capacity, in- 
crease his usefulness to his em- 
[ployer, and improve his mentality 
as a citizen. These institutions, 
‘besides providing = “‘bread-and- 














tensive standard of knowledge. 
‘They may be scientific, literary or 
political and they are designed to 
carry the student to the threshold 
of the University College should it 
be so desired or, quite satisfactorily, 
to fill in the gap in his educational, 
Jequipment caused by his early 
desertion of the classroom for the 
‘business office. Of the general 
‘cultural benefits thus acquired it is, 
unnecessary to speak. They are 
‘obvious to all who appreciate the 
difficulties of that period of adoles- 
jcence between the ages of 17 and 
21. “It should, however, be added. 
‘that the Commercial Centre serves 
mot only that period but takes 
students of all ages beyond it. 
‘The foreign community in Shang- 
‘hai is probably not large enough 
to justify so ambitious a scheme 
‘es the creation of a special educa~ 
‘ional institution of this type. Its 
student population is not large 
‘enough to make economically possi- 
‘ble the provision of facilities cover- 
ing a wide range of requirements, 
Yet there are certain specific 
studies which might be usefully 
encouraged for the benefit of the 
young foreign —Shanghailander. 
‘The Henry Lester Institute which 


here for Chinese and other students, 
might afford an inspiration to some 
special plan for improving foreign 
Jedueation. At the outset it seems 
necessary. however, to arrive at a 
jclear idea of what’is most needed 
to bring the young Shanghailander, 
after leaving school, along the 

it lines of further education and 
cultural development. ‘The ar- 
rangement of lectures by perhaps 
admirably qualified local experts 
‘might fulfl some requirements. 
Miustrations come to the mind in 
some of the activities of the For- 
eign ¥. M. C. A. or the British 
Chamber of Commerce, It would 
seem, indeed, that the whole: 
question demands a sustained and 
scientific examination. A hint. 
might be taken from the work of, 
the Sino-British Cultural Associa- 
tion which avails itself of the zer- 
vices of visiting experts to obtain 
/guidance on local educational prob- 
lems ‘The primary need is for 
each foreign community to ree- 
ognize its corporate responsibility. 
British Shanghailanders who do 
not intend to retire here and who 
jean afford to educate their children 
in their homeland are not relieved 
‘of their obligation to thelr people 
in Shanghai. They are vitally 
concerned inthe welfare of chil- 
dren on whom, in the future, 
specially difficult burdens may rest. 
It behoves them, therefore, to dis- 
play a sense of civie duty and 
bestir themselves in serious consi- 
‘eration of what already promises 
to be a pressing problem. The 
old family-party, semi-charitable, 
‘muddling-through methods are 
hopelessly out-of-date. ‘There is 
nothing desperately wrong with 
young Shanghai. There is a great! 
deal wrong with the casual—almost| 
jcallous—attitude which their elders 
adopt toward the provision of a 
reasonably decent chance or a 
square deal for the coming genera- 
tion, 














“AFTER SCHOOL” 
May 2. 

A correspondent wants construe- 
tive suggestions for the better 
education of the Shanghai tor- 
eigner after school years are past. 
‘Shanghai's population of 3,000,000, 
makes it a world city. In respect 
of the educational requirements of 
its foreign residents it has to be 
regarded as a moderately-sized 
town. The British community is 
Jestimated to comprise about 10,000, 
men, women and children, It is 
obviously impossible to contemplate 
the provision of a technical in 
stitute or commercial college for 
‘that community alone. Yet, in. 
considering the differences’ of 
Janguage, outlook and standards, it 
/seems probable that this problem 
lof “after school” education can be 
best dealt with on a communal 
basis. At all events, in proceeding 
to make constructive suggestions— 
jwith all the diffidence proper to a 
lay journal—it is convenient to 
}soncentrate attention on the British 
/community, leaving it open to other 
Jcommunities, according to their 
respective requirements, to formu- 
late their own judgments thereon.

[Professional and other learned 
societies, such as the Institute of 
Chartered Accountants, the In- 
stitution of Civil Engineers and the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers 
fare believed to have interested 
themselves in this matter. The 
British Commercial Counsellor has 
shown considerable sympathy with: 
this policy. ‘Then there is the 
British Chamber of Commerce with 
its examinations and its Chinese 
Tanguage classes. Finally, the 
Henry Lester Technical Institute 
provides notable experience and 
‘mowledge which would, no doubt, 
be available on request, 
The first step toward tackling 
che problem appears, then, to in« 
‘quire whether these’ bodies—and 
others, such as the Foreign 
Y.M.C.A. which has definite tradi- 
tion of recognised value—could 
not confer for a preliminary ex- 
amination of the community's 
educational needs. It would be 
eminently desirable to invite the 
opinions and advice of the head- 
‘masters and headmistresses of the 
foreign schools for they would 
be able best to throw light 
jon the material on which 
the “after school” treatment 
would ‘be expected to operate, 
Tt would be necessary for such a 
‘conference to obtain special light 
‘on the economic conditions prevail- 
ing and likely to prevail in future. 
Here, it is likely that official co- 
operation can be confidently in- 
voked with effect. The Shanghai 
‘Municipal Counell, for the purposes 
of some of its departmental ad- 
‘ministration, has already been con~ 
fronted by ‘the need for sclentife 
information on the social and 
economic life of the Settlement, It 
is believed to be taking steps, with- 
in the limits of its resources, for 
that hiatus in its bureaucratic 
knowledge to be filled. It should not 
‘be difficult for it to extend that 
endeavour toward an appreciation 
of the employment problem in terms 
Jot nationality and actual economic 
prospects. The schools naturally 
have positive data regarding the 
after-school careers of thelr pupils 
but those data paradoxically as- 
sume a negative significance when 
‘they are applied to the years lying 
ahead. Considered opinion, based 
fon general observation of’ trends 
and tendencies, incline to the view 
that the pupils of the foreign school, 
in seeking a livelihood in Shanghai 
will not be able in future to count 
on forms of employment which in 
the past have been almost auto- 
matically placed at their disposal, 
They must, therefore, acquire other 
and better qualifications, if they do 
not wish to be squeezed out of 
Shanghai's economy. For con 
sideration of this problem and th 
best method of tackling it, a con 
ference on the lines indicated 
seems to be most suitable. : 
Although the Shanghai Munt- 
cipal Council is unable to overlook 
political difficulties in devoting its 
attention to the foreign educational 
problem, it has an admitted re- 
‘sponsibility in the matter. At pres- 
‘ent financial considerations prevent 
the edoption of expansive ideas, 
yet the Council has a clear duty to 
Gischarge in respect of the foreign 
‘community’s education, if only on 
the broad ground of economic 
policy. Its solicitude must be 
stimulated by public opinion. 
‘There lies the opportunity for the 
various organizations which have 
this educational problem at heart, 
Af they show themselves ready to 
study their community's need and 
to do what they can to help its 
fulfilment, they immediately ac- 
‘quire a prescriptive right to insist 
‘on practical assistance from the 
Council. London has long experi- 
ence in’ the development of “after 
school” education. It has a fine 
organization of evening continua- 
tion schools, trade schools, com- 
mercial centres, science and art 
schools and technical institutes, 
fitted specially to the needs of an 
urban population. It should be 
possible for Shanghai to obtain 
from the London County Council 
‘the services of a senior expert who 
‘could come out for a few months, 
study the situation on the spot, and 
report on the best means of dealing 
with its peculiarities and providing 
the young foreign Shanghailander 
with @ reasonable livelihood in the 
difficult times ahead. ‘This modest 
‘deputation would cost little. It 
‘would save much dissipation of

task they imagine—but politicians, 
dramatic erities and commentators: 
must not stir even a curl on the 
head of the blue-eyed darlings of 
the gods. Vor Populi affects a 
bluntness| in contrast to this 
squeamish mood and Mr. Maverick 
from Texas will probably declare 
‘that he is its authentic echo.

Now the same desire for plain-

‘A duel or two might brigaten 
Journalistic ‘life here, provided 
that its obligations could be im- 
posed on selected members of the 
‘tribe,—those, for example, used to 
[baseball or rugger or even boxing. 
But Shanghai must really take. 
heart. It suffers not alone. Coward- 
Hy editors from Peru to Timbuctoo 
will tell the truth about the Gold 
Standard, will write disrespectfully 
about the Ecuator, will even be 
prepared to allow’ Mr. Maverick 
call an admiral a “blabber mouth, 
but they will not and dare not for| 
their peace of mind permit their 
Jeritics to discard euphemism when 
dealing with the amateur stage. 
There have been bold spirits— 
poor foolish wights—who have 
blithely ventured to suggest that] 
[somehow profess’ mal players have 
given a different version of a part 
presented on the local Timbuctooan 
stage. ‘They have bitterly re- 
pented their folly. Mr. Maverick, 
however, may set a new fashion 
to relieve dramatic critics of thelr: 
present diffidence. Until there is: 
firmer evidence of his willingness 
to allow his bouquets for admirals 
to be presented to amateur actors 
caution will be observed. The 
‘eraze for self-immolation has not 
yet spread to newspaper offices, 
happily for news editors who| 
lay down the inflexible rule that 
such an eccentricity is “not news" 
and, therefore, has no “story” in 
it “This all goes to show that 
Vox Populi, whether it speaks 
with a hiccup or not, will not be 
allowed to have as free an access 
to sensitive ears as Mr. Maverick 
‘might like. Reticence will survive, 
Perhaps the secret is to be found 
in the blessed thinness of the 
human skin. Even Mr. Maverick 
might object, on the grounds of 
decency, if an admiral arose to call 
‘him what admirals can call people 
on occasions. Has Mr. Maverick 
‘ever heard the tone in which a full 
general will lisp the name “politi~ 
clan"? What of the hallowed 
epithet “frocks"? And it descent! 
were made to that austere figure, 
the sorgeant-major, Mr. Maverick 
might be astonished to find how 
much -his education—and vocabul- 
ary—could be improved. But that 
may be thought to arose uneasy’ 
visions of war, although the 
trenches affected to dott whether: 
sergeants-major ever took an active 
part In that form of disputation. 




















GERMANY’S CHOICE 

May 4. 
Clear unanimity marked _the| 
approval of the House of Commons 
to British policy as outlined by the 
Prime Minister and Sir John’ 
Simon on Thursday evening. Great 
Britain carries France and Italy 
‘with her in leaving the way open| 
{o German co-operation in estab- 
lishing the system of collective 
security. Germany is given a! 
free choice. Her co-operation can 
be. based on honourable equality. 
of status and the régime of 
Versailles has beon abandoned. The 
abandonment, however, requires 
her endorsement. If that be lack- 
ing she is paradoxically compelling. 
the perpetuation of the very con- 
ditions to which she objects. She 
argues that the League is nothing 
but an organization for the armed 
encirclement of her borders. By 
remaining outside the League she 
deliberately encourages that con- 

‘dition, By continuing to pursue 
desperately feverish rearmament 
policy, in admitted deftance of her 











obligaiions, she must , inevitably 





|give the impression that her’ 
suspicions and contentions are 
merely convenient pretexts for 
reviving the old doctrine of power- 
Aiplomacy. She cannot on the one_| 
hand point to the armaments of 
her neighbours as proof of their: 
intention to enforce her isolation 
/and on the other complain that her. 
Jown extensive—and hitherto con- 
[cealec—armament has unjustifiably 
aroused fears and anxieties else- 
where. If she fosters the notion 
that her standing in the League 
depends ‘solely on the significance 
lof her armed might, she is of her 
Jown accord seeking to make the 
League the instrument of that 
very ereed against which she pur~ 
ports to rebel. 

It is to be hoped that the mea- 
sured gravity of the speeches in the 
House of Commons’ will impress 
‘on the German Government the 
seriousness of the responsibility 
which it will assume, if it persists 
In cultivating the perverted sense 
‘of grievance which seems to 
animate some of her leaders’ 
speeches. Otherwise it will be 
difficult to resist the conclusion that | 
the real objective of German policy 
is nothing less than the appeal to| 
‘armed force for the imposition of 
Ja German revenge on Europe. 
German statesmen have strongly 
denied the existence of such an 
Intention. ‘Their denial will be 
readily accepted if the present 
appeal of British statesmen, voicing, 
fas they appear to do, the views of 
(Great Britain's associates at Stresa, 
receives, after due consideration, 
favourable response in . Berlin. 
Much allowance has been ma¢ 
and will be made for Germany's 
internal difficulties under a revolu- 
tionary régime. But, on Germany’s| 
‘own showing, other nations cannot| 
indefinitely accept words as satis- 
factory substitutes for deeds. Ger~ 
many's representations regarding 
her equality of status and the basis 
lof her co-operation in Europe have 
received the most favourable con- 
sideration. In so far as they can 
be discussed within the frame- 
work of the League of Nations| 
they should not prejudice a work- 
lable settlement leading eventually 
to a real structure of European 
peace. But who, looking at the 
ituation as it stands, can accurate- 
ly define a formula which would 
have any chance of practical 
acceptance in Berlin’ 

While the three major Powers 
fare earnestly seeking means to. 
fensure German co-operation, the’ 
factions and assertions of German. 
‘spokesmen seem to point to the: 
ever-increasing difficulty .of that 
achievement. The development of| 
the movement to restore Germany's. 
‘national morale has proceeded 
beyond the stage of remedial pro- 
jcedure, It has now become, 
apparently, an aggressive cam~ 
paign for restoring the very creed| 

wgainst_which Germany's whilom| 
Jenemies took up arms. What is to 
be the attitude of the rest of 
Europe in such a case? This 
question is asked in no provoca- 
tive spirit. It is put with the 
sole desire to clear the air, in 
the firm belief that the better mind 
of Germany is not impervious to 
reasoned argument. It has been. 
‘well said by no less an authority 
than the present German Minister 
of Defence that another European 
‘War would be a final catastrophe. 
‘The nations are clear-eyed to-day. 
‘They know that the old tag which 
prescribed preparation for war as) 
a means for preserving peace was. 
Tamentably false. It is only correct 
in so far as it implies the preserva- 
tion of peace until one party be- 
eves that its war-preparations are 
irresistible. Therefore, it wilt be 
‘with the utmost reluctance and. 
forboding that any nation rejects 
the collective system or seeks to 
maintain it in precarious exist 
fence by perpetuating the condi- 
tion of armed diplomacy. But no| 
‘other way is open if Germany can- 
not shake off her suspicions or, if| 
‘so sinister an interpretation of her| 
policy be correct, her infatuated: 
belief in the possibility of reviving’ 
her military ambitions. That is. 
the plain implication of the view 
which the British Government has. 
taken of its obligations in the light 
of recent developments.

The 
‘development of the collective system 
through regional pacts is not incon- 
sistent with the Covenant and it is 
clear that the French Government 
‘has laid special emphasis on the 
necessity for keeping the Pact within 
the framework of the League. «Once

Peter 
Borthwick, who had graduated 
Edinburgh and Cambridge “Unive 
aitles, ‘had sat_in Parliament as a 
Conservative, ‘but had been al 
rulned by fighting an election. peti 
tion in which he had been unseated. 
‘Turning to newspaper ‘management, 
he attempted to revive the fortunes 
of the “Morning Post", but within 
two years he died. His place was 
taken by his son, Algernon Borthwick, 
Who succeeded’ in ‘carrying out his 
father's plan. Algernon had been the 
paper's Paris correspondent and on 
becoming the editor he devoted him- 
self to the paper with such energy 
that in seven ‘years he had cleared 
off all its Hiabilities and eventually 
‘was given entire control of the paper 
for tite, In 1877 Algernon Borthwick 
became sole proprietor and. under 
his guidance the paper took its now 
historical position as the principal 
‘organ of fashonable London. In. ad- 
vance of his time, Borthwick reduced 
the price of per from 34 to Id. 
After receiving various honours, he 
was raised to the peerage in. 1895, 
He was an enthusiastic supporter of 
the Primrose League and the idea of 
Tory democracy. At the end of his 
life he had a great disappointment in 
the premature death of his brilliant 
ton, Oliver Borthwick, and on his 
‘own death the proprieiorship of the 
“Morning Post” “passed to his 
daughter, now Countess Bathurst, 
Lord Apsley’s step in severing the 
connection with which his mother" 

family has been so long and honour 
ably associated has, naturally, attract- 
fed “attention. The "Morning. Post™ 
maintains the traditions of brilliant 
Jeader writing and stalwart Toryism

A VIGOROUS VICTORIAN 
‘The home papers to hand show 
that on April 12 the Earl of Dun- 
donald died at Wimbledon Park at 
the age of eighty-two, Lord Dundonald 
was one of the most remarkable men 
of his time, and although he might 
be termed a Victorian, it is fitting to| 
recall the fact that only five years 
‘go, with his nephew’ and three 
Devonshire fishermen, he sailed from 
Penzance to Pernambuco in a 14-ton 
boat, the Bonnie Joana. ‘Moreover, in 
1826, he produced a book, “My Army 
Life;” ‘that attracted such attention 
that it had to be reprinted last year.. 
‘These were no mean achievements 
for a man over seventy years of age. 
Lord Dundonald will perhaps be best 
remembered by the older generation 
a: one of the heroes of the South 
African War. Schoolboys of that 
time used to carry his photograph oa 
those quaint buttons affected by| 
their youthful hero-worship. As| 
befitied the grandson ot a 
famous admiral, "who after. serv- 
ing in the Royal Navy. later dis- 
Unguished himself in the navies of 
Chile, Peru and Brazil, Lord Dun- 
donald was a fine soldier and leader 
of men, He was also an inventor. 
He was one of the frst to perceive 
the value of machine guns forty years 
before they proved thelr effectiveness 
‘in the Great War, and he actually. 
formed the first mobile machine gun 
company during the South African 
campaign. Curiously enough, his 
efforts to prove to the military, 
Pundits of the day that barbed wire 
and modern fire-arme would be seri 
‘ous problems for the cavalry leader 
were not appreciated at all.”

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RADICAL UPRISING NEAR MANILA 


Many. Killed in Filipino Revolt: Sakdalistas Active: 
Plot to Seize Government and Kill Quezon 


‘Manila, May 3. 

A savage uprising of radical farm- 
ers whieh swept through a dozen 
villages and towns near ‘Manila dur- 
ing the day, in which 56 persons per- 
sons were killed and scores wound- 
ed, was believed to be well under 
control to-night. 

Due to alertness and prompt action 
on the part of the Constabulary, the 
‘capital of the Philippines was saved 
from an attack by an angry mob of 
farmers, banded together ina violent 
‘organization known as the Sakdall- 
star. 

Many of the dead were buried in a 
common grave at Cabuyao, wrapped 
‘only in woven matting ond without 
beneft of clergy, while several eiti- 
zens and a guard of Constabulary 
Tooked on in silence. 

First reports of plans for a serious 
uprising Were received by the Con- 
stabulary from “underground” sour 
ces at 8 o'clock lest night, 

It was reported that the Sakdalistas 
planned to attack the elty of Manila 
at midnight, 

‘Munlelpal Building Selzed 

‘Troops were rushed to the various 
trouble centres in. an effort to 
frighten the radical farmers and 
their agitators. At the town ot 
Santa ‘Rosa, In Laguna Province, 
however, the troops were ambushed 
by a sizeable mob of farmers and 
one officer was killed and six Con- 
slabulary-men were wounded in 
ferce hand-to-hand fighting. Two 
Sakdalistas were killed, two boys 
wounded, and at least ‘four of the 
Insurgents taken into custody. 

‘The next xioting took place in the 
town of San Tidefonso, in Bulacan 
Province, where the insurgents selzed 
the municipal building. 

Seventeen constabularymen attack- 
ed the Insurgents, Killing six of their

Rebels! Morale Shattered 
Manila, May 5. 

Approximately 250 arrests have 
thus far been made in the Govern- 
ment’s effort to suppress the uprising 
in the Philippine Islands. The 
revolt, which started last week has 
claimed a tolal of 7 killed and 50 
wounded, according to the latest 
check. 

‘The rebels had no uniform. They 
were garbed mostly in Khaki trousers 
and odd shirts, and thelr arms 
consisted of guns of various makes 
and the keen-bladed Knives used for 
cutting. sugar-cane.

EXECUTED 


Sequel to Four Year Old 
Assassination 
Prose Our Ows Consesoxberr 


Kaifeng, Apr. 21. 
Gen, Tsui Pang-chieh, former 
commandant of the 38th’ division, 
was shot outside of the west. gate 
here on April 18. ‘The charge against 
him was that he had assassinated 
Gen. Peng Chi-pao, former chiet of 
staff to Gen. Liu Chih, chairman of 
‘the province, at the end of 1031, 

‘When fifteen years of age, Gen. Tsui 
joined the army. Hr was promoted to 
brigade commander under Gen. Sun 
Tienying in 1928. After the col- 
lapse of the Feng Yu-hsiang and 
‘Yen Hsi-shan coalition in 1990, he 
was promoted the commandant of 
the 35th division by the Central 
Government. Acting on Gen. Peng’s 
‘suggestion, Gen. Liu Chih made him 
resign from the command and ap- 
pointed him the vice head of the 
Pao-an Army of the province. For 
this reason he hated Gen. Peng. By 
‘means of an invitation he got Gen, 
Peng into his own house and shot 
him. ‘Then he escaped and lived 
in the small’ village of Sangeut 
Hsien in the deep mountains of 
Shensi, In order to collect a debt 
from some former friends he re- 
turned privately to his native town, 
Paofeng, in Western Honan. His 
debtors ‘reported his return to the 
‘military authorities, and he was 
then arrested and brought here at 
the beginning of April. 

‘On April 18, he was taken out of 
prison and shot outside the west- 
ate. Before being being executed he 
knelt and bowed three times towards 
his native town in Western “Honan 
where his mother lives, As the frst 
shot did not hit him, he reproached 
the executioner and asked him to 
shoot him in the head. After the 
third shot, he was dead. 

‘An oficial announcement sald that 
Gen. Tsul was just 36 years old, and 
during the past few years, he had 
olned Manchoukuo in creating dis- 
turbances in Northern China, and 
Jolned Gen. Liu Kuel-tang to disturb 
Western Honan. Before joining the 
Central Government troops, ‘the an- 
ouncement continued, he had been 
a bandit leader for several years, 

















Gen, Peng was the right hand 
‘man of Gen. lu Chih, and had been 
of great assistance to’the latter. In 
memory of Gen. Peng, he built a 
arbour behind Lungting in the northern 
art of the city.

Tachienlu, Apr. 5. 

Many great and famous men have 
passed through Dar-dzen-dlo, and as 
Tong as Tachienlu remains "on the 
‘map of China, will continue to do so. 
Ambans, Chinese Imperial Ambassa- 
dors, in the old days, frequently 
passed through the city on their way 
from Peking to Lhasa: and on one 
‘eccasion the notorious Dalal Lama 
Number Five, Nea-wang Lo-zang, 
honoured Tachienlu with his presence 
when on a special visit to the Imperial 
Court, But on March 19 a most charm- 
Ing young Tibetan lady, reported t0 
be just over twenty, arrived in Ta 
chienlu, and those who have had the 
privilege of seeing her remark that 
there is not a wrinkle on her beauti: 
ful face, We have not seen her yet 
Dut she has promised to come and, 
call, She is a niece of the late 
Dalal Lama, ‘Tu-den-rimbo.che, and 
{gon her way to Nanking, Shanghai, 
and Hongkong. 

Arriving more than two weeks ago 
from Batang she travelled in true 
‘Mibetan fashion with a caravan of 
nearly one 100 animals, and. 
‘among her goods she apparently 
carried a British mountain gun.

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SMUGGLING ACTIVITIES IN THE SOUTH | WHITE SLAVERS OF 


Imports Smuggled in and Wolfram Out: Hiteh in 
the Sugar Monopoly 


From Our Own Commsroxnasr 


Canton, Apr. 18. 

So long as the rates of the import 
‘tariff are maintained at such a high 
level, smuggling is going to be a 
highly proflable enterprise, Gentle 
men of the Customs Staff think that 
this is as plain as the nose on your| 
face; and the bags and bales that fall 
Into’ the hands, of the suppression 
‘ofcers are but @ drop In the bucket 
‘compared to the flood of illicit mer- 
chandise that passes into the Province, 

‘Mr, Little, the Commissioner, has 
started on a new tack In dealing with 
{the smugglers. In a public announce- 
ment he has offered as an induse- 
mont 40 per cent. of what confiscated 
goods bring at auction, to whoever 
ixives the tip that enables the suppres- 
Sion’ officers to get hold of the 
‘smuggled goods, 

‘Perhaps the informer will hesitate 
{to show his face at the Custom House. 
He does not have to earn his reward. 
On a telephone call, some one from 
the Customs will meet the informer 
at any designated ‘spot, What 
‘more, the informant has the word of 
honour of the Commissioner that 
never will his name be revealed. 


Wolfram Smuggling 


Woltram ore has been surreptitious 
ly shipped to Hongkong, and such a 
volume of it has been stored in the 
Colony as to defeat the very purpose 
‘of the monopoly bureau that deals in 
this mineral, ‘The civil authorities 
‘who have been conducting the mono- 





poly have been powerless to cope | ~ 


with the smugglers. In Hongkong 
the price of wolfram has been #0 
ridiculously low that the Canton 
Bureau, with thousands of piculs in 
‘ts godowns has, this past few months, 
rarely seen a substantial order. 
‘This sad state of affairs has’ made 
it come to pass that the monopoly 
has Been carried on at a loos. Wol- 
fram miners and the companies who 
‘make thelr profit by gathering to- 
gether the limited output of the 
various mines, have been suffering, 
eutely, because they have not got 
back even thelr outlay from the 
monopoly bureau. ‘The latter is in 
thelr debt to well over $1,000,000. 
‘Tro Kuangtung bigwigs have 
deemed it advisable to let this civil 
‘office go by the board, and a military 
group will take over the buying and 
felling of woltram ore in Kuangtung 
Province, Inspectors " have gone 
forth to all mining districts of 
Southern Kiangsi and Northern 
‘Kuangtung and, as soon as the mili 
tary knows exactly, the source of 
wolfram supply, thelr garrisons will

been organized in the Southern 
military area of Klangsi, which is 
‘entirely under the control of Kuang 
fung’s First Army. In the near 
future, when’ the machinery gets to 
running most smoothly, practically 
all of the woltram from this adjacent 
Province will have to come down 
to Canton and be delivered to the 
monopoly here. 

‘The Kuangtung authorities expect 
to have a working arrangement with 
the Colonial Government in opera 
tion s00n, 40 that smuggled ore may 
be seized seven if it does get into 
the Colony. 

Mistake Over Sugar 

‘The Government once had great ex- 
pectations: by Keeping out Butter= 
fleld & Swire's sugar, which is made 
in Hongkong, and ‘that from all 
‘other places 'as well, complete con- 
trol of the situation could be gained. 
At Suntso and Shitau, both in the 
Punye Disiriet near Canton, and at 
Pingtam up the East River, three 
refineries have been erected, and 2 
fourth in the south-western’ section 
of Kuangtung is in process of con- 
struction.

UNLUCKY DAY 


Big Cruiser Fouls and Drags Naval Buoy: Unable to 
Take Part in Jubilee Iuminations 


In_the central Shanghai harbour, 
UMS. Kent, having arrived on Fri- 
day morning to take part in the 
‘King’s Jubilee celebrations, met with 
misadventure, while attempting to 
‘moor at the British Naval Buoy. ‘The 
big erulser manceuvred for nearly an 
hour before she finally cleared and 
‘moved downstream to berth at Holt’ 
Pootung Wharf, hundreds of persons 
having witnessed the incident. H.MS. 
Berwick had left the buoys about 10 





between Buoys 7/8 and the Shanghai 
side. ‘The Kent moved slowly up- 
stream, while the Berwick increased 
her speed as she cleared lower river 
shipping. The Saucy returned to the 
central harbour to assis, the other in 
mooring. 

‘An investigation is proceeding and 
at present the amouny of damage to 
HMS. Kent is not known, although 
{t'Is believed that her propellor was 
damaged when she fouled the buoy. 
‘That the buoy caused any damage to 
the. hull Is not thought likely. 

"The inbound man-of-war apparently 
made a wide swing while passing the 
Soochow Creek on a fairly strong 
flood tide, which tended to force her 
nearer the Shanghai side. A heavy 
breeze also was blowing on her bear, 
and ay about 1118 am. her stern 
same nearer the Customs Jetty and 
the Harbour Master's office, the tug 
Saucy being on her starboard sid 
ready to throw a line, preparato 
to assisting her to tie up. ‘The line 
was heaved, but soon was cast off. 
‘Those on sh6re thought the Kent 
increased speed in order to clear the 
bank, 

MS. Kent then passed the buoy, 
dragging it and the chain submerged, 
until the chain snapped, unknown 
apparently to the Navigating Omer. 
‘The buoy popped out, throwing s 
fountain of water into the air, As 
the man-of-war passed, the buoy 
Goated again in approximately the 
same position. At. the same time, 
‘oMicers. on the French gunboat 
‘Tahure, at the next buoys, slacked 
both their fore and aft mooring lines. 


Buoy Dragged Off

Replacing the Buoy 

Operations were begun about 1030 
jam, on Saturday by the Yangtszepoo 
Dock & Engineering Co. at the scene 
of the incident. ‘Their equipment 
consisted in part of sheer-legs, an- 
other pontoon, a derrick, a spare 
buoy, and much chain. According to 
harbour authorities, it “requires at 
least 30 days to sink the base of the 
buoy, add the necessary amount of 
chain with swivel attached, and adix 
the buoy. All the mooring equip- 
ment of the upper and lower buoys 
for HLM. vessels, however, is the 
property of the Government, and is 
ested by Lloyd's before purchased. 
[Whether spare equipment’ is avail 
Jable in Hongkong has not been as- 
lcertained, If the buoy-chain must be 
brought from Home, it is more than 
likely that another ‘30 days will be 
required to complete the work. 
‘The work of those now on the spot 
is dimeutt. From the Buoy to a 
swivel in the chain is 20 ft, then 
another §5 ft, of chain is paid out 
to the bottom’ of the river, to allow 
for, dlack, "The sinker (ot, anchor) 
is a castiron pyramid welghing eight 
tons, which is sunk 24 ft. below the 
mud surface, Divers must follow the 
chain to where it enters the mud 
fang then digging is begun until the 
sinker is unearthed.

National Government, dating from 
‘August 1, 1985, to July 31, 1936 

Plans for the general programme 
‘of enforcement for the ‘observance 
of the National Children’s Year, 
formulated by both the Ministries of 
Edueation and Interior, was officially 
approved by a meeting of Executive 
‘Yuan held last month, Mr. Hsu said. 
‘The programme will be enforced by 
the Central Executive Commission 
‘and local Executive Commissions 
through each province, municipality, 
and city throughout the country.

way. Merchants clutter the roads, 
living in the midst of thelr goods 
for the seven days. And over all 
there is an atmosphere of calm 
fexcitement, of order despite the 
seeming chaos, 

‘The origin of the fair goes back 
tor generations. It started’ with the 
annual pilgrimage to the ancient 
Bubbling Well Templo, now almost 
ost in the midst of ‘the mouern 
buildings which surround it, this 
pilgrimage being in celebration of 
the legendary birthday of Buddha 
which, according to Chinese cal- 
culations, falls on the 8th day of the 
4th moon, or May 10 this year, With 
this pilgrimage, peasants "and 
artisans for many miles around used 
to bring with them bamboo work, 

and other specimens of 
‘heir work in order to sell them to 
ay for the cost of their pilgrimage. 
From this the fair has grown till 
now it is almost entirely a commer- 
flat undertaking.

Royalty of Five Per Cent. to Be Paid Council, on 


Gross Sales in 


‘The Shanghai Munteipal Councit 
thas entered into w franchise agreement 
with the Shanghai Gas Company, Ld..| 
Whereunder the Company will pay 
the Counell, as trom January 1, 1934, | 
‘a royally of Ave per cent. on gross, 
Sales of as in the Seitlement and 
fon the Council's outside roads, after 
eduction of an annual payment by 
the company to the Chinese authori. 
ties. 

Th, March, 1934, an agreement was 
ronched between the Counell and the | 
Gas Company whereby (entative ar- 
rangements were made for the pay- 
ment of a royalty by the company 
Instead of the ‘Tle 1,000 per annum 
which it had paid to the Couneit since 
1916. In view of the fact that street 
Lighting by gas had almost ceased and 
fas was being used mainly for dom- 
cestie purposes, the Council-decided that 
the time had come when the opera- 
tions of the company should be reg- 
ulated by a franchise agreement 

‘The principal terms of the franchise 
may be summarized ag follows:— 

‘The agreement is effective from 
January 1, 1934, for forty years, and 
Will continue in’ force from that time 
Tor successive periods of ten years 
unless the Council gives one year's 
notice previous to the expiration of 
any such period tha, it wishes to 
purchase the Gas Company's business 
fas a going concern together with 
Tands, buildings and plant within the 
Selllement, In so far as these shall 
bbe suMlcient and necessary for the 
supply of gas within the Settlement 
and areas under the control of the 
Counell. ‘The purchase price is to be 
agreed upon of fixed by arbitration. 


Allowed to Open Roads 


‘The company is granted permis. 
sion to open roads for the purpose 
of its business, but the Council is 
protected against claims for damages 
(1) in respect of any disturbance of 
the company's service occasioned by

Fale Charges to Consumers 

‘The charges made by the company 
for gas shall be fair and reasonable; 
‘any dispute or complaint made by not 
Tess than one hundred consumers may 
be referred to arbitration. 

"As from January 1, 1934, the com. 
pany shall pay the Council a royalty. 
equal to five per cent. of the income 
‘of the Company represented by the 
gross sales of gas (excluding residual 
products) for all purposes in the 
Settlement and on roads owned or 
‘rontrolled by the Council beyond the 
limits of the Settlement after deduc- 
tion of a sum paid by the company 
to the Chinese’ authorities in respect 
fof certain services as on March 27, 
1934. This royalty will be paid half: 
yearly. The Council is given the 
Fighe to inspect the company's account. 
books, while the company is at liberty 
to increase its capital as may be 
necessary for the fulfilment of its 
programme and the development of 
fis business, on which Tatler matters 
the Company will consult the Coun.

COMDR. (E) H. DIXON 
LEAVES SHANGHAI 


Mentioned in Despatches on 
March 18, 1915 


Comdr (E) H. Dixon, ome, RX, 
‘sailed on Tuesday, April 30, with Mrs. 
Dixon on home leave. Since February 
1933 Comdr. Dixon has filled the posi- 
tion of Engineer Oficer of the Yangtze 
|Fiotilie is attached to the British 

Naval Offices in Shanghai. 

He is succeeded by Comdr. (E) J. 
|G. Moncrieft, who arrived here “a 
fortnight 90, 

This is not Comdr. Dixon's frst ap- 
pointment to the Far East. He first 
eame out to China in 1021, when he 
was engineer in the Alacrity, the 
jsleam yacht of the then Commander 
in-Chiet of the China station, the 
ate Admiral Sir Alexander Dutt. 

When war broke out Comdr. Dixon 
was serving on HMS. Audacious, 
which struck a mine on October 27, 
1914, fortunately without loss of life. 
He ihen went to the Dardanelles on 
TEMS. Queen Elizabeth and took 
part in the bombardment. He wa 
mentioned in despatches on March 
1918. 

Back to Grand Fleet 


‘Then he went back to the Grand 
Fleet and served first in HMS. Cen- 
turion, cruiser, and later in HMS. 
Courageous, which was then a cruiser 
land had not been converted into an 
flr craft carrier. After the Armi 
tice he was fora time at the Royal 
Naval Engineering College, Keyhar 
‘and later served on H.M.S. Lion, bal 
|e cruiser, and H.MS Hood, battle 
crulser. 

After his spell out in the Far East 
| with ‘the aamiral’s steam yacht Al- 
Suty, Comdr Dixon was eth the 
| Mediterranean Fleet on HAMS. Ceres, 
amongst other "C" class cruisers, 
from 1924-1928 His next appoint- 
ment was engineer-In-Chief at the 
‘Admiralty ‘and later he became 
senior engineer i, HM.S. Nelson, 
battleship. 

He was promoted to his present 
rank, commander engineer, on June 
80, 1929, and. served as thief’ en- 
kineer on HM‘. Carystort, HMS, 
(Centaur, and H.MS, Concord, all "C* 
lass. cruisers. 

Comdr. Dixon arrived out here in 
February 1953 and except for one or 
two short trips up the river has re- 
mained in Shanghai the whole time. 


Yacht History 


‘The steam yacht Alacrity, which 
Comdr. Dixon Joined when he firs 
came out to the Far East, has an 
Interesting history, which was told to 
the "North-China’ Herald” on Mon- 
day, April 29 

Before the war the Alscrily, then 
lunder another name, changed ‘hands 
several times and finally became the 
property of a Russian princess. With 
the outbreak of war she was in Ru 
sian. waters but when. the Russian 
monarchy was overthrown the Alacr~ 
ity was taken over by the British 
Meet. and subsequently was sent out 
to Hongkong as steam yacht to the 
commander-in-chief of the China 
Station. 

In. 1922 Comdr. Dixon went home 
Inthe Alacrity. Apnarently — the 
ownership of the vessel was in dis 
pute and the Admiralty ordered her 
return.

Acting directly under instructions 
from the Mayor, General Wu Te 
chen, no less than the Commission- 
fers of the Bureaux of Public Safety, 
Education, and Social Affairs, have 
taken the matter in hand and have 
now promulgated their views in a 
set of regulations specially to curb 














the ‘artiste inconsequences of the 
“professional brass bands. 

‘The Commissioners have quite 
evidently given the matter close 


study, for they observe with ruthless 
severity that these bands “engaged by 
residents to play during wedding or 
funeral processions, are not only 
garbed in strange apparel but do nat 
know what they are playing for.” 
‘This harsh criticism is borne oul by 
the observation that “at wedding 
celebrations they play slow (unereal 
Girges or sometimes foreign national 
anthems, while, in. funeral proces 
sions, they play wedding songs, thus 
making themselves the laughing stock 
‘of both the Chinese and foreigners 

‘The Commissioners now go on to 
say that guidance has not been lack- 
ing, for ‘some of these bands have 
Jobsorvéd regulations already laid 
‘down and have Improved accordingly 
but the great majority continue their 
blithesome but nonetheless erring 
ways. The Commissioners are. fur- 
‘ther perturbed at learning that, to 
make matters worse, the hearses. in 
‘some recent funeral processions were 
found to be equipped with radio-re- 
ceiving apparatus broadcasting songs 
fand other items altogether unsuitable 
for the due and proper solemnity of 
funerals, 

On orders from the City Govern 
‘ment, and on the facls of the case, 
‘the Commissioners will take steps 
to suppress such “professional. brass 
‘bands” that fail to make due d's- 
Unctions and speed the soul of the 
departed as joyously ax they make 
merry for the wedding guests;~sad 
also “hearse shops” which eater too 
assiduously to the comfort of those 
required to mourn at the more 
Tengthy funerals. Accordingly "the 
offenders are thereby ordered to al 
tend and take note

LEAVES CUSTOMS 


Veteran Mariner Likely to 
Remain in Orient 


After 29 years with the Chinese 
‘Maritime Customs, Capt. H. E. Hill- 
man, former Coast Inspecior, yes- 
terday closed his desk for the final 
lime, as he left service with the 
Chinese Government. His term has 
been continuous, excepting for the 
perlod of the Great War, when he 
resigned, but he was immediately re- 
appointed on his return to Chiné 

‘Although Capt, Hillman has retired, 
his many frlends believe 
that he will not leave 
In fact, Capt. Hillman retired a year 
‘ago, but he was prevailed upon to re- 
main until Friday, acling as 
Advisor to the Inspecior General on 
Pilotage Matters. 

Captain Hillman first saw service 
tn China in the Royal Navy in the 
‘ninelles. He was’ first a sub- 
Heutenant and then a leutenant in 
HAMS. Firebrand, a §00-ton wooden 
unboat which operated on the China 
Coast and on the Yangtze, and he 
served in this ship from January 22, 
1896, to March 31, 1897. Subsequent 
chapters of Captain Hillman's naval 
eareer are summarized as follows: 

Served as first. lieutenant and 
navigating officer of HAMS. Humber 
from August, 1898, to Oclober, 1899. 
‘This vessel was a’ storeship and ws 
engaged in supplying stores to the 

‘absent from Hong- 

















eutenant in command 
of H.MS, Woodlark from ‘October, 
1898, 10 June, 1901. This vessel was 
‘a shallow-draught' river gunboat 
operating on the Yangtze and Tung- 
ting and Poyang Lakes. In this ves- 
sel Captain Hillman "made many 
surveys of the two lakes and. the 
upper Yangtze, He was In command

MS. Woodcock visited Chungking 
in 1900. During the upward voyage 
bboth ships came to grlef at the Yeh 
tan Rapid. ‘The Woodlark in trying 
to avold a downward-bound junk, 
sheered In the rapid and struck the 
rocks, seriously damaging the bow. She 
was eventually secured alongside the 
bank below the rapid, and the 
damaged bow was repaired by the 
ip's company after ten days of dif 
feult work and proceeded on the 
voyage in company with the Wood- 
cock, .which had damaged both her 
propellers at the same rapid.

miral Sir H. D. Watson, and Lieuten- 
ant Hillman ‘recelved the thanks of 
the Lords Commissioners of the ad- 
mirally for their services in con- 
nection with the ascent of the Upper 
Yangtze. 

During the Boxer Rebellion the 
Woodlark was stationed at Ichang 
for the protection of foreigners, and 
it was there that Captain Hillman 
first met Sir Frederick Maze In- 
spector General of Customs then Mr. 
‘Maze who was at that time Com- 
missioner of Customs. 

‘Atter a short home leave Captain 
Hillman returned to China and was 
appointed British Admiralty Pilot 
‘after a training of six months in the 
“Indo-China 8, N. Co. ss. Kut Wo. 

Jn 1906 Captain Hillman retired 
from the Navy and in February of 
that year joined the Customs Marine 
Department and was appointed as the

Several wrecks which have occurred 
there in recent years, and about 
which you say, Mariners in Hong- 
kong are of the opinion, that these 
disasters would have been avoided if 
a Light had been In existence. on 
the Island. Also, it states. that the 
East Pratas Islands Sea Products 
‘Administration has requested the’ 
Kuangtung Provinelal Government 
and the Ministry of Navy to have 
2 Light exhibited there, 

‘The Article also quotes the names 
East Pratas Island and East Pratas 
Archipelago — which gives _your| 
readers the idea that Pratas refers| 
to a large cluster of Islands, which 
rather shows that your correspon: 
dent “knows little about the place’ 
of which he is writing. 

I feel obliged to point out, that 
Pratas Inland is a tow ving istand 
about one square mile In area ay 
Stout M4‘ fect high above high tie 
level. It ig situated in the weslern 
‘opening of a large horse-shoe shaped 
coral reef, which extends about twelve 
miles eastward of the Island: this 

reet is called Pratas Reef and 
IU fe sunken Below sea level and the 
ocean swell breaks heavily over it 
Inside of this horse-shoe shaped reef, 
is-a-deep lagoon about 110 sq. miles 
in “area over which numerous plo- 
nnacles of coral are scattered, and 
which coral growth is in perpetual 
activity. 

‘There is no fresh water on the 
islands and its only vegetation Is a 
Tow sea-scrub. Tt lies on the open. 
sea right in the track of the typhoons 
(hurricanes) which sweep across the 
China Sea from March to October. 

Until a few years ago it was! 
uninhabited and it is only since the’ 
Ministry of the Chinese Navy estab- 
lished a Meteorological and Wireless| 
Station there, that it has been per- 
‘manently inhabited. ‘ 

It is a "No Man's Land”, for’ the| 
discomforts of dwel’ ~ there make 
it such. It is wing swept for about 
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90 per cent, of the year: the heat 
there is most oppressive and weather 
statistics show that for 75 per cent. of 
‘a year, the horizontal visibility is tess 
than five miles.

the year. 

‘The island does not lie in the track 
of any shipping routes. Cautious 
navigators always steer clear of the 
island on account of the dimculty 
of “sighting it" owing to its flat 
topography and the low visibility of 
the sea surrounding it, 

‘The ss. City of Cambridge was 
driven “on othe Reef during 
typhoon and even 100 lights on the 
island would “not have saved her 
from the disaster she mel. HMS. 
Suffolk who so. gallantly rescued 
the crew from the “wreck” were 
tunable to. find the Pratas Island 
without the aid of @ sea-plane, owing 
to bad visibility. 

‘The question of maintaining a 
Light on the Island has 
fully and carefully studied for years 
Post by experts of the Chinest 
Admirablty in co-operation wit 
expert Foreign Navigators of 
China Sea, 

If a safe light for navigation was 
exhibited there, it would require to 
'be seen for about twenty miles in cl 
weather and which would require 
fa tower about § or 6 hundred. fect 
in height; such a high tower would 
be Imperilled frequently by the 
typhoons (hurricanes) and it is almost 
impracticable to build such a structure 
there. 

‘The Admiralty has ‘also studied 
Pratas Island from the view point 
of a landing for land and sea planes 
with a view of exhibiting 
Tight beacon there; such a beacon 
would be a high powered revolving 
Projector that would show Into the 
Jsky and above the area of low 
visibility “which Ik #0" prevalent 
around Pratas Island. 

‘All_metal and concrete on the 
sland becomes quickly weathered 
by the sea atmosphere. All winds 
Jabove fore 2 carry sen foam over 
the Island which causes the alr to 
bbe heavily impregnated with salt: 
the tropical heat quickly evaporates 
the foam and leaves a thick deposit 
of sea salt ever everything the wind 
comes in contact with. 

‘This condition of atmospheres pre- 
sents another great dimMculty to the 
‘maintenance of a light on Pratas, as 
the power of a light would ' be 
zreatly lessened by salt deposits on 
the glass-shields protecting the light. 

"The Chinese Admiralty maintain x 
Radio Station and Meteorological 
JObservatory on the island, primarily 
for W/T Weather Bulletins and 
Storm Signals. However, this Radio 
Station is greatly used by the large 
Jocean liners navigating the China 
[Sea, for procuring Radio Bearings 
by Ship's. Direction Finding Com 
passes. ‘This service is greatly ap- 
preclated by all who use it and only 
Fecently the Captain of one of the 
Hargest liners on the. Pacifle Ocean 
complimented it, by saying it wax 
the most useful W/T Station in the 
China Seas. 

‘There are so many dimcultios and 
dangers connected with the maln- 
tenance of an ordinary lght-house 
Jon Pratas. Island, » that Tight-house 
fexperts of the World have warned 
Jagainst. it, An nerlal Light-beacon 
(Projector) or a Wireless Direction 
Finding Station is thought to . be 
much safer and practicable, but 
even these are not considered as 
vitally important for the present 

Tt would appear that the “Marin. 
Jers jn Hongkong” to whom you. 
Fefer, must be those sitting at ofoe 
Jdesks, for our recent inquiries of 
[Ocean Liner Navigators of the China 
‘Sea has not supported the advis~ 
ability of a Light on Pratas Island.

‘To the Baitor of the 
“Nonrn-Cunxa Dany News” 

Sin—With reference to “H. G's” 
letter dealing with the general high 
cost of living, pointing particularly to 
the fact that, in spite of a rise in 
Exchange, no’ great decrease is seen 
in the prices of food-stufte In the 
Compradore shops, It is felt that 
perhaps the average person is quite 
unaware of the difficulties which Tocat 
Importers and Retallers have to con- 
tend with. 

A rise ‘in Exchange ts often 9 
detrimental factor to many Importers 
and Retailers as It at once places 
thelr stocks on a disadvantageous 
hhasls. Tt should be remembered that 
‘no concern ean operate without hold- 
‘ng trom three to four months’ stock 
in hand to meet emergencies and 
furthermore, on a rising exchane 
market. thie stock is bought and paid 
for at the lower rates ruling at the 
Hime the soods reached Shanghal. 

‘The Importer has to finance the 
purchase of goods, store them if he| 
{is working on a stock basis, and then 
deliver them where and when re- 
quired He xenerally has to. give 
sixty days eredit to the purchaser and 
also runs the risk of bad debts, which 
during the past few years have been 
plentiful. 

‘The Compradore shop, which 
necessarily has to carry a large stock| 
requiring capital, gives at Teast one 
month's credit to his customers. With 
the present cosmopolitan, and per- 
haps not too rellable atmosohere 
prevailing in certain sections of the| 
Shanehal community, he Is more than 
ever likely to contract bad debls and 
does definitely get_many. Also be 
‘has te include in his orice a 5 per 
cent. bonus to all cboks and house- 
hoys and to cover delivery and collee- 
tion expenses on most of his goods. 

‘Whilst it is true that the rise. In 
exchange has taken place over a 














protracted period. {t should be re-| 


membered that six months ago the 


|Compradore shops were cutting prices| 
to @ minimum ‘when they were in 
[very keen competition among them. 
selves. This was exemplified by the| 
[number of press advertisements which| 
appeared at the time. Further, 
feertarn shops were selling goods at! 
{thelr actual cost price in an endea- 
‘vour to get new business and Ksep, 
their old accounts. 

‘Due consideration should be given| 
to commodity prices which may, and| 
have, In certain cases risen, to| 
{freight and landing charges, and to 
the very heavy Customs Duties on 
‘most food-stulfls consumed by_ the| 
foreigner and retailed by the Com-| 
pradore shops.

A Bondholder’s View 


To the Raitor of the 
“Nonru-Cinxa Dany News 

Sm—With the coming arrival of 
Brigadier-General Hammond and| 
other British railway experts, one 
wonders if this is in compliance’ with 
4 real desire on the part of the 
Chinese Government for enlighten 
‘ment on the reorganization of its 
railways? In reply to this we are ai 
sured by Sir John Simon that “the 
appointment was the result of an en- 
{rely spontaneous invitation ‘from the 
JChinese Government” and that “the 
mission represents an independent 
{technical enquiry with no political 
associations.” 


‘There can be no question as to 
the capabilities of Brigadier-General 
Hammond, his past record pointing 
Jelearly to' such and, no doubt, his: 
choice of assistants will help to make 
for an exhaustive examination of 
what is necessary to accomplish the 
[desired results. 

‘To many of us in China who are 
interested in the railways this mis- 
sion may appear to be an unnecessary 
expense at a time when bondholders 
fare looking for returns from railways 
that are at present showing ample net 

wrnings to pay* the modest. § per 
ent, interest on the loans contracted 
when money was at the same time 
cheap in interest, and valuable in 
Durchasing power. Second thoughts, 
however, must be given place, even 
bondholders are not desirous of simply. 
gathering in their just dues however 
Jmodest these may be, they also need 
to take the long view and thus be 
assured of a regular return with 
Jamortization on specified dates accord- 
{ing to sotemn contracts, and this can, 
only be accomplished by having the 
Fallways run on economical lines, 
with @ purely business management, 
free from the unnecessarily’ high 
Overhead, as is generally acknow- 
Jedged to be the case on the Chinese 
Government railways. 


It would be both fatuous and im- 
Pertinent on my part to attempt 10. 
to enumerate further the many needs 
‘and changes necessary ere successful 
reorganization can be accomplished, 
these will be suficiently obvious to 
the members of the mission long ere 
they “have finished thelr labours, 
though, T have no doubt, a word to 
the wise would be of exiteme value; 
there are, however, others of greater 
wisdom and knowledge than I from 
whom such could be obtained, 

As a bondholder I am naturally in 
terested in what the Chinese Govern- 
ment intends to do to liquidate its, 
arrears of railway defaults. It is now. 
‘exactly ten years since the last pay- 
‘ment was made on the Tsinpu bonds. 
Thold. ‘This despite the fact that they 
are guaranteed on the Increased Cus 
ioms ‘revenue consequent upon th: 
abolition of likin, notwithstanding the 
‘enormous increase of Customs receipts 
nothing has been paid from such to 
implement that promise. Apart from | 
fais, during the last three years the 
net earnings of this railway has been | 
sufficient, at the recent rate of ex: 
change, t0 pay twelve of these twenty 
half-yearly defaults. It would be in- 
teresting to hear from the Ministry of 
Railways why something towards this 
hhas not been attempted? 


During recent months we have 
heard and read much of the urgent 
need of a huge loan to China, not, 
only so, we have read reports from 
jeapable’ managers of various Chinese 
‘banks-about the profis that would 
accrue to foreign capital if used to 
inerease the industrial possibilities of 
[China, and especially of the neces- 
sity of a large increase of railway’ 
mileage and how profitable a feld 
foreign capital would have It in- 
vested for such purposes. Whatever| 
‘may transpire regarding @ loan, one, 
‘cannot but be impressed by Sir John. 
JSimon’s “reply to a question in the 
[House of Commons to the effect that 
there is at present no prospect of a 
private loan to China being under 
contemplation. A reply sufficient to, 
‘show that with people who count in 
‘tre finaneial world promises untul- 
filled carry no weight. 

To us all, Chinese and forei 
‘alike, it is hoped that the Government 
of China will make effective any 
[Suggestions the Hammond Mission 
may put forward to render more 
efficient the running of her railways.

Road Traffic Act's Applicability’ 


‘The question as to whether section’ 
15 of the Road Traffic Act, 1990, was 
applicable to British subjects resident 
in China came up for discussion in 
HM. Police Court on Tuesday morn- 
ing, April 30, when Mr. C. H. Green 
was charged with driving a motor car 
when under the influence of drink. 

‘The point was raised by the 
Registrar, Mr. C, H. Haines, who said 
that before he asked the accused to 
plead, he wanted to be quite sure 
‘thay section 15 of the act was applic: 
able to British subjects in Shanghai. 

‘Mr, John MeNelll of Messrs. Han. 
sons, ‘who is appearing for the| 
prosecution, put forward arguments 
4 some length to show that the Rood 
‘rae Act was applicable to British 
subjects in Shanghal. 

‘Mr, MeNelll's argument was based 
on two grounds, Firstly, he submit- 
ted, that since a similar offence was 
provided for under the Traffic Re- 
ulations of the Shanghai Municipal 
Counell, it could not be held that the 
offence’ was one created to meet 
gonditions peculiar in England; and 
Secondly, the fact that there was in 
existence local provision for the 
offence, was no ground for noy apply 
Ing the English statute. 

‘Mr. Ranald McDonald, who is 
appearing for the defendant, sald 
that fy was a matter of indifference 
to his client whether the Road ‘Trafic 
‘Act applied or not, and he was con. 
tent, therefore, 10 rest his legal 
arguments on the Registrar's decision 
In the case of SMC. v, Robert 
‘Tarbet, which was heard In HM. 
Police’ Court on ry 29, 1985, 
when the Registrar held that section 
22 of the Road Traffle Act did not) 
apply to British subjects resident in 
China. 

Defending counsel reminded the 
Registrar that on that occasion the 
‘question of appeal was considered. 
by. the prosecution, and as nothing 
had come forth he was content to} 
vest his case on the Registrar's decl- 
‘sion. "Mr, McNeill in reply sald that 
Because ‘no appeal was lodged the 
Registrar was not necessarily bound 
by his previous decision. 

‘The Registrar sald he would have 
to consider the arguments put, for- 
ward by Mr, MeNelll and would ad- 
Journ the case until next Tuesday, 
at 1030 a, 

‘Mr. MeNelli submitted that the 
basis of the Registrar's decision in the 
case of the SMC. v. Robert, Tarbet, 
‘when he found that section 22 of the 
Road ‘Traffic Act, 1930, did not apply

United Theatres’ New Board 


‘The United Theatres, Inc, was 
transferred, on Friday, to the manage 
‘ment of a board of directors appoint- 
ed by Judge Milton J. Helmick, 
according to a plan drafted by Dr.

The 
board was appointed ‘according 10 
the plan signed by an aggregate 
of more than 25 per cent. of 
the creditors of the corporation, on 
‘a scheme providing that profits from 
the corporation will be allocated pro- 
portionately to creditors until all 
Indebtedness is satisfied, at which 
time the corporation and its assets 
will be returned to the original 
stockholders.

‘changes were suggested:— 

1—The Cathay Land Company, the 
sole fully secured creditor, to. be 
eliminated from the plan, its first 
‘mortgage being amortised to run over 
a 19 year period; 

2—A new board of directors to be 
appointed by the Court to facilitate 
‘the control of the corporation by the 
creditors, who were to work through 
Mr. Ralph W. Peters, 

3—One classification of preferred 
stock was made unnecessary through 
the elimination of the Cathay Land 
Company. An addition provides 
that the position of creditors will not 
be prejudiced by virtue of the class 
of preferred stock issued to them, 
should the new company fail.

Brilliant Pageant of Royal Procession as Beloved 
Monarch Proceeds to St. Paul’s Cathedral 


LONDON SCENES OF UNIQUE SPLENDOUR 


London, May 6. 

(CEREMONIAL which dazzled London, through 'the histori 
streets of which a thousand glittering processions have passed, 
claimed the admiring gaze and joyous acclamation of more than 
three million loyal subjects as the King and Queen drove in State 
to St, Paul’s Cathedral this morning for 2 Service of Thanks-| 
giving in commemoration of the 25th anniversary of His Majesty's 
accession to the Throne as King of England and Emperor of India. 

Picturesque squadrons of cavalry, wearing full-dress uni-| 
forms, rode ahead of and behind Their Majesties’ escort of Life 
Guards, while a Royal salute, fired by the Artillery from the 
Park, was answered by the guns at the Tower of London. ‘Thun- 
derous cheers resounded along the entire processional route in 
a demonstration of loyalty and homage to the King and Queen 
which will never be forgotten. 

Brilliant sunshine tempered by a slight breeze favoured the 
opening of His Majesty's Silver Jubilee celebrations. Seldom 
before had London witnessed such a spectacle of pomp and pagean- 
try as the dignified cavaleade made its way to St. Paul’s Cathedral,

Firm Declaration by Prime Minister During Debate 
in House of Commons Receives Support 


STRONG APPEALS TO GERMAN PEOPLE 


London, May 2. 


AN gamest plea for German co-operation in the’ maintenance 


of peace and the limitation 


of armaments, especially in the 


air, was the keynote of the eagerly-awaited address made by the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, in the debate on foreign 
affairs in the House of Commons to-night. A similar appeal was 
made by the Foreign Secretary, Sir-John Simon, who implored 
Germany to show that she was prepared to take her part in the 
work of peace not merely in words but in deeds, 

Besides a crowded floor, the diplomatic and public galleries 
were packed, Interest in the debate had been heightened by an 
announcement by Mr. Walter Runciman, President of the Board 
of Trade, that 96 British aeroplane engines had been exported 


to Germany in 1934. 


The main feature of the proceedings, in which Mr. George 
Lansbury, leader of the Labour Opposition, expressed extreme 
disappointment that Mr, MacDonald’s statement should have dealt 
rather largely with an increase in armaments as a preliminary to 
other conditions that might make for peace, was a firm declara- 


tion of British policy by the Prime Minister. 


MacDonald declared, “combines 





‘That policy, Mr. 
defence and collective security 


with an international agreement upon armaments and peace. It 





is not aimed at mi 
operation.” 

‘The Prime Minister said that the 
“present good understanding between 
France, Italy and ourselves we value 
8 a guarantee of peace, Every other 
nation will be welcomed in this free 
companionship. 

“The outlook—tI say this with great 
conviction and considerable intimacy 
of Knowledge—has chances “of ap- 
easement as well palpable dangers 
‘and it is the constant eare of Britain 
to help on the chances that must 
come from negotiated - agreements 
‘without disturbance to the peace of 
Europe or to. the world,” 

Tracing the events since February 
8 the Prime Minister recalled the 
Jolnt Anglo-French declaration issued 
‘on that date, He stated that one of 
the objects of the negotiations con 
templated was a freely negotiated 
armaments pact with Germany and 
other Powers to take the place of 
the military clauses of the Treaty of 
Versailles. 

It that could be done successfully, 
the greater part of the immediate 
European dangers‘ would disappear. 
Clearly, the London declaration in 
dicated’ that they were moving away 
from the Versailles regime and were 
‘entering upon a European relation- 
ship based upon free negotiations for 
security. 


German Move Deplored 


On February 3, governments like 
heir own, which hnd begun patient- 
1y to re-establish goodwill In Europe, 
had good cause for feeling that the 
prospects were improving: and.

‘The declaration of February 3 gave 
general satisfaction all over Europe 
because it promised the beginning 
of a sound European settlement. 

Nothing had been done at Stresa 
which had changed that declaration. 
Indeed, the text of the Stresa con- 
clusions re-affirmed point after point 
of the London communiqué, and it 
was important that this be em- 
phasized.

Naval Career 
E are apt nowadays to forget that 
King George was ‘a sailor for 
‘Afteen years, and enjoyed the educa- 
tive benefits incidental to that career. 
Until the death of his elder brother, 
the Duko of Clarence, in 1802, it 
seemed that like his uncle, the Duke 
of Edinburgh, he would ‘spend his 
‘working life as an offleer in the Royal 
Navy.” His connection with that 
‘gervice gave him a personal interest 
in It which he has never lost. Even. 
after ho had been Heir Apparent 
for twelve years, he insisted, in the 
course of a visit to the Fleet, on going 
down in a submarine and firing a 
torpedo himself. Tord Esher, who 
felis the-story, states that the young 
Ueutenant in ‘command had nearly 
stifled his crew three days before, 
“and so the admiral was jolly glad 
when the saw the helr to the throne 
reappear. Everyone was very averse 
from the prince going down, but he 
insisted, and I think he was right. It 
will give a lift to the submarines, 
and, being a sailor, why should he 
not take risks?’ 

Prince George was only twelve 
years old when, with his elder 
brother, he was ‘sent, much to the 
disquiet of Queen Victoria, to undergo 
a training of nearly two years on the 
Britannia, There the two were 
‘treated like their’ fellow-cadets, ex- 
cept that they had also the super- 
vision of Canon Dalton, who remain- 
ed their tutor.

THE KING IN SHANGHAI 


Visit with Duke of Clarence Fifty-four 


Years Ago Recalled 


GHANGHAL stil recalls with interest the fact, that the present King, then 

Prince George, and the Duke of Clarence visited Shanghai in 1881. The 
two young lads had made a voyage to the West Indies in 1879, and on their 
return, after only a month's sojourn at home they sailed for a second time in 
H.MS. Bacchante for a voyage round the world, including visits in South 
‘America, South Africa, Australia, the Fiji Islands, Japan, China, Ceylon, Egypt, 





Palestine and Greece. 


It was on this voyage that Prince George visited Shanghai 


He and his 


brother arrived at the mouth of the Yangtze in H.MS. Bacchante as part 


of Lord Clanwilliam’s “Detached Squadror

Fly the two Princes went up the river on a private shooting expedition and 
on December 2 they returned to Woosung whence on four successive days they 
came into Shanghai and were warmly entertained—in spite of disappointingly 
rainy weather—by the British community here.

ING GEORGE has the distinction of 
being the frst British monarch 
to be advised by Socialist Minis- 
ters.

Like their subjects, the King and 
Queen have had to study economy, 
‘At one time the survival of long- 
established customs and perquisites 
fhad led the affairs of the | Royal 
Household into a muddle. “A few of 
‘the King’s friends were formed into 
‘© Committee, which with the ald of 
‘a chartered accountant effected 
Substantial savings, and devised a 
‘system of book-keeping which ensures 
the Palace being run with the 
efficiency of a well conducted bus 
ines. 


It is typical of the King’s methodical 
habits, and his strength of mind, that 
lever since he was a lad he has kept 
@ diary, and up to the time he be- 
‘came King he had never missed a day 
in making his entries. The volumes 
are bound and preserved, but he has 
given instructions that they are 0 
bbe destroyed at his death, although, 
according to those intimates who hat 
seen them, they contain much valu- 
fable historical material, and nothing 
that it could do harm to publish. I 
believe he has also preserved every 
letter he has received from members 
of the Royal Family. 


The Queen 


[nothing has the King been more 
fortunate than in his married life 
Princess May was the first British. 
born subject to marry an heir to the 
throne since Ann Hyde, the wife of 
James Il. Already” well-known. to 
the ‘public "as the high-spirited 
daughter of that active woman, 
Princess Mary of Teck, she gained 
the deep sympathy of the public in 
her bereavement by the death of the 
Duke of Clarence soon after. thelr 
betrothal was announced, “It was 
recognized as the happiest possible 
development when, some eighteen 
‘months later, she found consolation 
in the affection of his brother. ‘There 
were those, of course, who regarded 
theirs as a mere marriage of con 
venience, but that element, insofar 
jas it was present, was soon merged, 
in amore romantic atmosphere, ‘They 
hhad been playmates since they were 
‘children, and they thus started their 
fe together with a full knowledge 
of each other. Except when public 
‘engagements or other duty required 
it they have rarely and never for 
long been separated. A friend of mine 
was being shown renovations then 
Fecently made at one of the royal 
palaces. He inspected and duly ad- 
mired the Queen's bedroom. “Now”, 
said his guide, "I suppose you would 
like to see the King’s; well, this is 
‘As a girl the Queen was noted as 
the most studious member of het 
circle, and so shrewd a judge as 
Lord Morley declared that of all the 
members of the Royal Family she 
had the acutest historical sense, “In 
spite of the many family and public 
Guties which have been her lot, she 
has kept up her reading. She ‘bore 
the King five sons and one daughter, 
Jof whom all save the youngest, an 
Invalid from infancy, have reached 
maturity in good health and strength, 
and, though three of them. have 
‘married, all still looking to their 
other ' for advice and affection. 
Some of her own sex, I believe, are 
fond of saying that the “Queen is 
“dowdy” in the matter of dress, but 
at Teast she has the sense to know 
what euits her, and to stick to it 
regardless of the vagaries of fashion, 
No one who has seen her at the slate 
opening of Parliament, or any’ other 
ceremonial function, needs to be told 
that she is a queenly figure, carrying 
herself with an erect dignity which 
sets off the richness of her jewels and 
hher robes. But, like her consort, she 
{s happier in ‘the domestic sphere. 
She is faithful to the scriptural in- 
junction as to the ruling of her own 
household. She is familiar with the 
management of her kitchen, and in 
furnishing and decoration she has 
expert skill and faultless taste, When 
she goes to Edinburgh, or one of the 
other older cities, she’ generally con- 
trives to have an afternoon 
browsing in the antiquarian shops, 
whose cwners find her a diseriminat- 
ing judge as well as a careful buyer. 

She delights in gardens, and often 
makes long journeys to compare her| 
friends’ treasures with her own. Her 
interest in the many benevolent and 
philanthropic enterprises with which 
her name is associated is of no merely, 
official or perfunctory cork. She in- 
sists on knowing what is being done 
and why, and many of her friend. 
‘hips—that of the late Mary Anderson 
among them—with women of social 
standing far removed from her own 
have had their origin at Committee 
meetings over which she presided, 
‘When she visits a hospital, she has a 
disconcerting knack of detecting. 
practical defects, and a quiet candour 
In pointing them out "Some years 
‘ago, at the opening of a. hospital 
wing, she had presented to her a 
wealthy citizen’ whose six-figure 
donation had made the work possible. 
She expressed her warm appreciation 
of his generosity, and he retired 
covered in blushes: “Anyone else like 
to be presented on the same terms?”. 
she asked with a smile. 

‘o quote Lord Esher again, writing 
nearly thirty years ago, “She has 
much of the force of character and 
tact, and a good deal of the sound

Home Life 
BOTH the King and the Queen feet 
that the strength of the nation has 
been built up by generations ‘who 
have set great store by home life. 
When the King came io the Throne 
the old Victorian families were 
tremendous force jn Great Britain, 
and vital -movemeits circled round 
the peers who believed that their 
duty “lay in loyal support of King, 
home, and country. Great businesses 
were’ established by fathers and 
thence to grandsons. Boys “inherited” 
the Navy, the Army, the Church, 
law, and medicine fram the paternal 
side of “the family, the head 
of which felt great sense 
of responsibility to h's children, just 
fas the children, in their turn, were 
imbued with the spirit of filial duty, 
‘Things have changed—some for

The Human Side 


THIS royal reign, which has brought 

‘monarch and subject into such 
close touch, has been crowded with a 
thousand and one little incidents th 
have shown how human is the outlook 
of the King and Queen. ‘This is more 
noticeable, perhaps, since the Wal 
which demonstrated to the King the| 
‘great affection and loyalty of his 
People, and showed fighting men and 
their dependents how real wag, the| 
concern of their Majesties for those 
who suffered, 

‘The Queen has always been 
extraordinarily shy that it has never 
been easy for her to break down the 
barriers of reserve and show her real 
feelings, and in the first few years 
of the King’s reign it was often sat 
that ‘she was cold and aloof. 
upright bearing, the fact that she 
did ‘not appear to smile easily and 
that her expression when her features 
were in repose was a little stern, gave 
colour to this suggestion, yet even ia 
those days the grief and the suffering 
pf others caused her the deepest dis- 
res. 

During a pre-War tour of industrial 
districts in the Midlands, a terrible! 
colliery disaster occurred ‘within a 
few miles of Wentworth Woodhouse. 
where the King and Queen were 
staying with Earl and Countess, 
Fitzwilliam, ‘The news was brought 
fo them while the house-party were 
at dinner, 























wed to drive to the pit in which 
the accident had happened. 

‘Those who escorted them expected 
that the royal car would be taken 
fo the manager’s ofice, and that the 
King ‘would make inquiries here and 
‘ask that his sympathy with the suf. 
ferers and their dependents should 
be expressed. 

Instead, his Majesty asked to be 
taken to'the pithead, where women 
were waiting for news of. the 
husbands and sons, and where grim 
stories were being ‘brought of death, 
injury, and terrible disfigurement. 

Arrived there, both the King and 
the Queen left the car and went from 
group to group of the relatives of| 
men who were known to be down the 
mine, asking questions here, giving. 
encouragement and sympathy there, 
and trying to comfort those to whom 
news of death was brought. 

‘When, eventually, they 
return ‘to Wentworth, tears were| 
Pouring down the Queen's face, and 
‘she begged that everything that was 
possible might be done to comfort 
the women who were bereaved. 

“Those poor, poor mothers!” she 
‘said brokenly as she went away from 
that tragic pithead. 

‘Many other stories of her sympathy 
and jher kindness of heart come {9 
mind. 


She was going over a hospital in 
‘2 very poor district on one occasion, 
and spent a few minutes in the 
sparsely-furnished room belonging to 
the matron, A desk, a deal table, two 
Windsor chair, and a divan ‘bed- 
couch—for it was a bed.sitting room 
were all that it contained, and the 
only ornaments were a smail picture 
Jor two and a little vase of flowers. 
Within “two days, a comfortable 
armchair was delivered at the hos- 
pital, together with a note from a 
lady-in.waiting explaining that the 
Queen felt that, after her arduous 
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in her off-duty hours, and that she| 
hoped she would be able to find room 
for the chair and time to use it. 

From that time the hospital has| 
always received a gift of  daffodils| 
from the Queen at Easter-time.  It| 
is one of her self-imposed duties, 
when the Court goes to Windsor for 
the early spring visit, to spend a 
'g00d many hours in the wild part of 
the Castle grounds and in Windsor 
Great Park, cutting the | beautiful 
golden Lenten lilies that grow there 
in such profusion, and having them 
jsent off, under her personal supervi- 
sion, to the big London . hospitals. 
Since she has been old enough to 
do so, Princess Elizabeth has in- 
variably helped with this task, 
choosing what she calls “the weeny’ 
ones” to make up into bunches for 
children's ‘wards and institutions. 

‘Another kindly ‘and very human 
thought of the Queen is to despatch 
every year a parcel of pieces of 
velvet, sill, brocade, and so on to| 
Patients at the Royal Hospital for! 
Incurables. These pieces come  into| 
the possession of her Majesty as! 
patterns, and many of them are 
large enough to make up into ttle 
faney articles: To have them to use 
in this way is a great joy to women 
—inany of them with very clever 
fingers—who must pass” weary 
months, sometimes years, in the 
hospital, knowing that they can never: 
#0 out and share in everyday life! 
‘again, This is one of the charities 
in which all the members of | the| 
Royal Family are deeply interested, 
and to which they subscribe every| 
year, and it is one which the Queen 
watches very closely, in the hope of 
being able to do something to relieve 
the tedium for both the men ang 
‘the women patients. 

‘When shilling hostels for women 
were established in various parts of 
London a few years ago, so that 
homeless women who sold bootlaces, 
matches, and other oddments in the 
streets might have comfortable beds 

id hot tea in decent surroundings, 
the Queen asked at once that detaus 
of the scheme might be sent to her. 
‘The next day, when the staff were 
making a tremendous effort to pre- 
pare one of the hostels for the open- 
ing ceremony, a telephone message 
came from one of her Majesty's 
Indies-in-waiting. 

"May the Queen come round at 
‘once and see the hostel? 

Tt was just after luncheon at the 
Palace, and the visit had to be fitted 
In before another engagement. 

‘The position was explained—that 
floors were being scrubbed and that 
the whole place was in -® of 
upheaval. 

“Her Majesty won't mind that, 























Her, was the reply. “She does so want to 


‘see the hostel and this is her only 
opportunity.” 

‘Within Ralf an hour the royal car 
drew up at the door. The place was 
inspected, the voluntary helpers were 
‘congratulated upon their newly- 
serubbed floors, and beds and bed- 
ding, bath-rooms, and laundry gone 
over. 

“Ris extremely nice,” said the 
Queen as she left again, “but I wish 
you had had some piciures. Never 
‘mind, I will send you some.” And 
the next day she did. 

‘Servants in all the royal residences 
tell of the consideration and the 
thoughtfulness of the King and Quee: 
for thelr staff, and of their Kindly 
interest in personal affairs. They 
frequently allow their names to be 
lured when children of older members 
of the staff are to be placed in posi- 
tions after school days are over, and 
there are many instances of the Queen 
using her personal influence on behalf | 
of a son or a daughter of some 
trusted servant. 


Disabled Soldiers 
of the things which has most 
‘endeared all the members of the 
Royal Family to the hearts of the 
public is the lead they have given to 
the country to support industries or- 
ganized on behalf of disabled ex- 
Service men. Even before hostilities 
hhad ceased, the King and Queen ex- 
pressed their keen appreciation of the 
movements made to. employ badly 
wounded soldiers and sailors who 
would never again be able to take 
‘up their pre-war employment.

Nobody gives them more support than 
the King and Queen. Whenever an 
Jexhibition of their work is held—and 
these are arranged  regularly—her. 
‘Majesty makes a point of attending, 
and making purchases which the 
public are at liberty to inspect. Very 
frequently, duplicate orders are given 
by people who like to possess a plece 
lof work similar to that bought by 
the Queen.

INCONSEQUENCES 
By Larniron 


Jubilee Celebrations, have veen| 
mightily stirring memories of the 
last twenty-five years. Historians 
have joined in the universal oc- 
cupation of recalling the pleasant 
easiness of those short four years 
of the King's reign which preced- 
ed the world upheaval. So it is 
appropriate to look back and see| 
‘what Shanghai was doing and 
thinking twenty-five years ago. 








China’s Empire had not yet. dis- 
appeared and the “North-China 
Daily News" of May 6, 1910, men- 
tions a report that Lord Li Ching- 
fang, Minister to the Court of St. 
James, had Informed Peking that 
ihe British Government. was_pre~ 
paring cordially to receive Prince 
‘sal Tao. Peking news also con= 
tained an item of railway develop- 
ment: :

‘That issue of this journal 
consisted of 12 pages, much about 
the same size as now, @ columns 
to the page, but very little display, 
The Reuter telegrams and the 
paper's own special cable service!

ters of a column, but to It should 
be added ‘another half-column of 
‘what, were called “late telegrams,” 
which apparently came by. post 
from Japan.

Panama Canal early in 1914, the

The matter, of course, was then of 
considerable interest owing to the 
possibility that the Liberal Party

‘the leading article are to be taken 
as a guide:

things to see in Shanghai itself, in 

‘our own International community, 

a picture of a goal towards which 

matters are moving. British, 

American, German, French, Japa 

nese, not to say Chinese, preserving | 

thelr nationalities and customs, 
neither becoming the other; each 

‘competing with the other, if you 

will: yet without any attempt. to| 

encroach on each other's property, 
or ignore each other's rights, for’ 
all are of use to eech other by 
mutual af@, We hold no Utopian| 
theories, “nor dream millennial 
dreams; but as individuals have 
come to that happy state of thingy 

{n this and other Settlements, and] 

the world is. getting smaller’ each 

day, T cannot be ages before each 
continet is regarded as an In- 

termational Settlement, with a. 

code of honour such as we all have| 

in Shanghai, 

‘The Reuter cables reported heavy 
fighting between the Turks and 
Albanians, the refusal of | the| 
Cretsns to take allegiance to King 
George of the Hellenes, and an in- 
crease in the British Navy’ 
strength in home waters, involving | 
the despatch of Lord Nelson and 
Agamemnon to the Mediterranean 
and the Triumph and Swiftsure to 
the Far East. 


Another cable, by way of Bom- 
bay, has a familiar ring even in 
these days mutatis mutandis. 
Reuter thus delivers. himsel 

‘The Chinese Minister at the 
Court of St. James, H. E. Li Ching- 
fang, x.c¥v.0,, speaking at a meet 
ing ot the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Opium, sald that the 
result achieved by the Chinese 
were most satistactory. Some of 
the outlying provinces had not 
done what it was hoped that they 
‘would do, but the people and Presa 
of Ching were fully aware that 
the attention of the world whe 
riveted on thelr efforts to combat 
the deep-rooted evil. Their failure 
to annihilate the curse would 
tarnish China's good name and. 
injure materially her chances of 
success in other directions. 

‘The greatest prominence in the 
issue was given to the Shanghai 
Race Club meeting, and it hap- 
‘ened that on May 5 of that year, 
the Champions were run, and it, 
‘was an exciting race, with what, 
was recorded as an unsatisfactory 
termination. Let the current re- 
port speak: 

‘The success of the afternoon, 
however, was marred by the 
contretemps in the Champions. 
Marbles’ ‘win was, without doubt, 
the most popular victory that has 
taken place in this race for many 
years, and it will “have 
‘many besides his owner the keenest 
disappointment to learn that an} 
objection had been laid against the 
win in favour “of Spring — Rose| 
(owner, Sir Paul Chater, of Hong- 
kong, with Mr. C. R. Burkill up) 
fon the ground of swerving. There| 
‘was no doubt that Marbles swerved 
shortly after entering the straight; 
his jockey, Mr. Springfield, wae] 
‘obviously dead. beat and swerved 
himselt badly in the saddle. But 
‘no one imagined at the time that 
the swerve had interfered with the 
yest of the field, least of all with 
Spring Rose, who seemed to be 
well on the outside. The latter 
‘was exceedingly well ridden at the 
finish, but Mr. Burkill had clearly 
made’ his effort too late. In the 
popular ‘estimation Marbles will 
remain the Champion of this year's 
Spring Meeting.

A COUNTRY DIARY 











April 28.—I have just been resding 
daily reminded ‘of the 


hunts pigeons over our Bund, I find 
myself thinking of words and ex- 
pressions which the ancient sport of 
kings has bequeathed to our 
language. First let it be said, how- 
ever, that the word falcon can only 
be correctly applied to the larger 
‘and more powerful female Perezrine, 
since the correct name for the male 
4s “tiercel” (sometimes called ‘‘tercel” 
or Tessel"). When our dwellers in 
suburbia put a little tin plate on 
their gates beating the legend “No 
Hawkers", they would appear to be 
informing the world that they have| 
no interest in faleonry, since it seems, 
‘most probable that the first “hawkers” 
were itinerent vendors of Hawks. And 
when we speak of a “cadger” we are 
really referring to the lowest 
servants of the falconers; the men 
‘whose menial duty was to carry the 
cadges, or perches, on which the 
noble ‘falcons were carried to the 
field of sport. Again, when we hear 











Mews", how many of us think of 
‘Henry ‘VILL, the founder of the Royal

‘equally true, of course, that the word

In a recent letter, referring to the 
bygone struggles of the suffragettes, 
T alluded to even Turkish women 
‘having come out of the harem and 
being given the vote.
